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ad PRESIDENTS MESSAGE 


It has become apparent that soccer is the fastest growing sport in this State 
with clubs being formed at a frightening rate. Last year the Amateur League 
received application from 13 new clubs bringing the total of affiliated clubs to 53. 
This is an increase of 30% on the previous year and boosted the number of teams 
playing senior amateur soccer to 94. In addition the Junior League (Under 18s) 
which was started the previous year with 4 teams had a full division with 11 
teams participating, bringing the total of teams playing under the jurisdiction of 
this League to 105, with 2500 players registered. 

To accommodate the new clubs, namely Athelstone, Edinburgh, Hendon, 
Ingle Farm, Kent Town, Largs, Para Hills Community, Salisbury United, Salisbury 
Teachers, Strathmont, Sturt College, Wanderers, West End United and Windsor 
Athletic, two divisions (Sa and 5b) of equal status were formed with the top 
teams in each qualifying for promotion to the fourth division at the end of the 
season. 


On the debit side there were Elizabeth Thistle and Elizabeth East withdrawing 
from the League just before the start of the season, again raising the point that 
saturation has been reached in that area and the Leauge should be wary of any 
new clubs being formed from there. 


SEASON’S RESULTS 

It was noticeable that there was a definite improvement in standard in most 
divisions, born by the fact that clubs who were regarded as permanent in their 
respective divisions were found wanting and hardly pushed by the promoted 
teams. 


In First Division it was MU Findon who dominated the scene. In their second 
year in top company they scooped the pool by winning the Championship and 
being runners-up in the Challenge Cup, their Reserves took out the double, win- 
ning their division and collecting the Reserves Cup, while their Juniors also com- 
pleted the double. A fine overall performance, which will take a long time to be 
repeated. The two promoted teams, Madison Park and Port Noarlunga, had a 
mixed season, with Madison Park finishing 7th and Port Noarlunga dropping 
down again to the second division, together with Uni Royal. 


In the Second Division the two promoted clubs Tea Tree Gully and Croydon 
Park continued their ‘walk’ through the divisions with Tea Tree Gully taking out 
the honours and Croydon Park finishing in second place, thus reversing their 
Positions from the previous year in the third division. 


Bridgewater and Pooraka United, two of the more established clubs which 
have been part of the second division scene for years, were both relegated — a 
sign of the improving standard. 

The Third Division was a repetition of what happened in the second division, 
both promoted clubs finished first and second. This year it was West Lakes who 
took the top spot with Para Hills West being runners-up and both should make 
an impression in the second division this year. Para Hills, one of the founder 
members of the Amateur League, after being relegated from the second division 
last year, took a further dive, together with Postal Institute. 

Elizabeth Grove, after having missed out on promotion last year by percentage 
only, finally gained promotion by finishing second behind Adelaide Omonia in 
Fourth Division. Adelaide Omonia edged Elizabeth Grove from the top spot 
only during the last two games of the season. 
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Fal Penfield failed to win a game all season and were relegated with Univer 


Divisions 5a and 5b, being all new member clubs, it is hard to judge their 
potential until such time that they have Played against more established oppon- 
ents, which some of them will achieve this year by playing in a higher division. 
Strathmont and Brighton Rovers won their respective divisions. 


Juniors (Under 18s). The wisdom of the League by introducing a Junior 
Competition last year was shown when 11 clubs entered teams this year, com- 
pared with four last year and this will only be the start. MU Findon dominated 
the scene by taking out both the Championship and the Cup. 


A special mention must be made however for Bridgewater Soccer Club for 
persisting with their juniors, knowing the adverse conditions in the ‘country’ 
areas in regards to soccer. Considering the travelling that is involved to get the 
boys all over the metropolitan area and then getting hammered in the process 
one can only say “Well done Bridgewater”. 


CHALLENGE CUP 

A record number of 53 teams entered the Challenge Cup competition this 
year and for the first time in 10 years a second division team reached the semi- 
finals. Croydon Park were unlucky not to beat MU Findon in that match to 
create history. Last year’s champions, Parafield Gardens, were the eventual 
winners by beating this year’s champions MU Findon 2-1 at Hindmarsh Stadium. 


STATE TEAM 

This year it has become apparent that the scope for the Amateur State team 
within the State has become limited. Being undefeated for the last 4 years against 
all Associations within the State, it is time that the League Management looks 
elsewhere to arrange matches to maintain the interest and high standard set, 
otherwise the whole purpose of a selective side will be defeated. 


In an endeavour to see the best players outside of the professional ranks in 
action it was, with the approval of all affiliated bodies to the S.A. Soccer Feder- 
ation, and the sanction of the Federation, planned to introduce an Inter-Associat- 
ion Cup competition to be played for in a round robin competition for Repre- 
sentative teams of all associations. After 7 months Preparations and organisation 
the Northern Areas Association and the South East Soccer Association withdrew 
only 2 weeks before the event for reasons unknown. This again is an example of 
the parochial attitude and poor administration which seems to prevail so much 
in Australian Soccer. Nevertheless, the Whyalla Amateur League came to the. 
rescue and played a friendly match in Adelaide which resulted in a convincing 
win to the State team. In a pre-season carnival in Whyalla between Whyalla, 
Woomera and Port Lincoln, the State team proved to be too strong to take out the 
cup. The State team was again in the hands of coach Peter Lambe, who was very 
ably assisted by Don Coppola as Team Manager, 


For the first time too a representative team was picked from the Juniors, who 
were Coached by Algy Petruska, with assistance from Frank Smith as Team Man- 
ager. In the two games played they lost to the Northern Areas Juniors and drew 
with a third division Federation side.
